The Old Jury Beiomiaoncd, and One of 
the Bodies That Had N«t Tet Beeu Iltir- 
ted Was Viewed bjr ThaS Bad j— The Evl- 
leaae Taken a* tiM Vint Day*s SaMloa. 

Wabhinoton. June 10.— In accord- 
anoe with the deqbion of Chief Jua^ce 
Binghatm, Dr.- Paiterson, the «bNBel> of 

the district, liegan a new inquest yes- 
terday over the remains of the victims 
of Friday's disaster. 

There was a smaller atteiidaiKC than 
on pre\jn\is days at Willard's hall, 
where the inquest was held, because 
most of Colonel Aiusworth's uninjured 
PuViordinates were at their desks in the 
new ijuarters. Interest in the s"s-;iou 
centered in the belief that C^donei 
Ainsworth would Ix' jiresent to insist 
that he hiul a right to appear, but the 
crowd was disaiijiointed. 

K. UoHS Perry, (/olonel Ainsworth's 
attonify, whose atteuiiit to address th." 
deputy coroner during the session of 
Monday precipitated the outbreak 
against his client, was in the hall a few 
minutes licfori' tlic iiuiu"st Vx^Kan. but 
he withdrew licfon' Coroner Paiterson 
rapiied the jury U> onler. 

As previously decided by Dr. Patter- 
son, the old jury was resummoned for 
the in<iuest, and the coroner and the 
si.x jurymwn went to Glen%vood ceme- 
tery and vi^'Wed the IxKly of Frederick 
P. Loftu.-!. one of the victims whose 
bodv lies in a receiving vault there. 

The pr'ic. .'ilings were devoid of sen- 
,satio;ial chiiracter, the evidence being 
directed exclusively to the ascertainment 
of the cause of the building's ctdlapse. 

Colonel Ainsworth aildressed a letter 
to Coroner Patterson, complaining that 
the jurj- were prejudiced against him 
by the t>;stiinony of disalTected clerks 
and the riotous pr<K'eedings of the pre- 
\-ious illegal iniinirv, and nrgintt his 
right to Ik- present (ly counsel and tj 
<Toss-e^rtiuine the witnesses. Coroner 
Patterson refused the re(iuef<;. E.xuert 
testimony as to the bnililirig was talicn 
up to the recess at 1 :'Jo p. ni. 

The first witness was .lames L. P.nr- 
Bons, a coatractor and Imilder, who tes- 
tified that he had examined the old 
theater last mouth with a view to sub- 
mitting a bid for making the jiroposed 
alterations. "There were no evidi-nics 
whatever." he said, "of any unsafety in 
the building for the purpo.se for which 
it was occu])ied. The ceilings were all 
right, and there was nothing Indicating 

any weakness."' 

Sir. Edward Clark, the architect of 
the Capitol, told of the alterations of 
the theater building which he made in 
lWi.'5. Tlie building was then perfectly 
safe. In IM^'^ h- made an examination 
of the structure and thought it safe. 

Thomas B. Entwistle in speaking of 
buildings of the district, said he was 
called uiKin about f)ve years ago to no 
over the building and give his opinion 
as to its safety. The result of that ex- 
aminUtion was that he found the tloor 
ami walls perfectly safe. • 

Francis sasse, the engineer of the old 
theater building, said ne has held that 
oliice since March 24. lOxfl, He made 
the specitii-ations for the electric light 
jilaiit. He was a uif-chanical steam .-n- 
gineer but uot an architect. Cross- 
examined, the witness saiil he consid- 
ered himself competent us a mechanical 
engineer to draw the plans, but did uot 
consider himself competent to .MjT how 
the work sliould 1h' done, 
ined by 

Sasse said he aid not consider himself a 
competent man to superinten<l the 
work; he relied on the competency of 
Mr. Dant, the contractor, lie felt no 
danger, and w»vs in the excavation a 
few minuteij iK-fore the floors fell. 

James H. Dony. the compositor who 
set HP tlie original text of tne specifica- 
tions for the electric lighting plant, waa 
called to identify the handwriting in 
which the specilic.-itions were written. 
He said lu' thought half of them were 
typewritten and the rest in Colonel 
Ainsworth's hand wii ting. 

A bricklayer of 40 vears' experience. 
David L. ( iusell. who^iad erected many 
larue buildings in Washington, testi- 
fied that he had gone into the old tlie.i- 
ter building two days previous to the 
accident, with a view to making an es- 
timate on doing the brick work. The 
excavation was going on at the time. 
He noticed a man underpinning a wall, 
but saw no eviileuce of shoring, al- 
though he did not look for it. Since the 
collapse he made an examination of the 
building and concluded that the unskill- 
ful manner in which the work was being 
done caused the accident. The work, 
he said, was "alwut the worst he ever 
saw." He had examined tho character 
of the cement used, and in his opinion 
it was very p(K)r. He In-lieved the work 
should not have Ijeeu done at all. Mr 
Cissell considered that there would 
hav<< been no danger to the clerloi if tbe 
woirk had Ix-eu done properly. 

Another builder that testified was 
Columbus Thomas, with 30 years' ex- 
perience. He had been a bidder for the 
work of putting in the electric light 
plant, his bid being about |1,500. of 
which 9000 was for shoring. Tbe whole 
cause of the collapse was the fbilnr^ to 
underpin the north pier. 

Captain Martiu R. Thorpe, chief of 
the supplv division, war department, 
who had been asked by Ainsworth to 
take a look at the work for the purpose 
of taking out a boilinr, Mid It kwkea all 
right to niin. •

OFF FOR A T HREE YE ARS' CRUISE. 

The Cralaer Chicago Halle— Kaar Ad- 

iiilral Ilrbcu ThII<«. 

Nrw YnHK, June 10.— The I nited 
State> cruiser Chicago, flagship of tne 
European s(iuadron. sailed frfim thii- 
port Thursday for Galway, Ireland. 
She carried 41U oflicers and men, h\*-if 
the pennant of Acting Rear Admiral 
Henry Erlien and is commanded by 
Captain A. T. Mahaii. 

Admiral Erben has been ashore three 
years. This is his first flag command. 
The last time he was at sea he was a 
captain. He was seen by s reporter 
just before sailing. He said: "I shall 
visit all the principal Irish ports, start- 
ing In with Galway. Then I shall run 
over to Penxance and the Chicago will 
not be far distant when the internation- 
al yacht races are sailed in British 
waters. If the Navahoe Is fortiuiate 
enough to win the men aboard the Chi- 
cago will be heard from. 

"Many of the Irish uorts have never 
been visited by a United States war- 
ship. The corvette Interprise visited 
the English coast soma tonr years ago, 
but prior to the Bnl i stpti f s visit Amer- 
ican men-of-war were seen in Enirlish 
wafers only at long intervals. L'urin.i 
the summer and early fall 1 shall cruise 
in and around the British i.-^les and in 
the North sea, and then, late in tho fall. 
I shall run down to tho Mediterraneai; 
and cruise as far east as the Levant. 
Early next spring we may rui^ down t> 
Zanzibar, and as summer approaches 
work our way into northern Koropeaii 
waters again. 

"The Chicago will 1)e kept constantly 
cruising, and. so long as I have coui- 
mand of the European s<iuailron, as 
manv inirts on the station will )je visit- 
Hs is practicable." 

Her passage across will occupy about 
IT) days. In w 11 posted nuvaV circlc- 
it is believed the Chicago will be or 
dered home before the expiration of her 
thrive yeras' cruise. In this event Ad- 
miral Erheii may be expected to sliifi 
his flag to some one of the new warshii>s 
now in American waters. The opinii/ii 
is general that the armored rtuisti 
New York will b<i ordered to the Euro- 
p«an station early in 1H04. In suoli 
case the New York will be the next 
flagsliip of the European stjuadron. 

REPUBLICAN CLUBS. 



Tlie Exocntive Committee of the Nationnl 
Lcit;{ii«t Meets In Chicago. 

CiiKAno. June 16. — The executive 
committee of the National League of Ka- 
publican Clubs, oomprisinA one member 
from each state, sdected at the recent 
Louisville convention, met at th( 
Grand Pacific hotel and will contlnua 
in session until Saturday evening. 

The purpose of the meeting as ez- 
pressea in the call Is to elect a secre- 
tary, fix upon the place for tbe nation- 
al headquarters, and to lay out a plan 
of educational campaign through the 
club system of the Republican partv. 
Hon. W. W, Tracy of Springfield of the 
national organization, prended. The 
day's session of the committee was 
taken up In the hearing of representa- 
tives from the various states represent- 
ed. Messrs. Smith of Alabama, Bell of 
North Carolina, Cooper of Arkansas, 
and Ashcroft of Tennessee, reported 
that the Populist campaigns of the last 
year had done much to weak into the 
solid south, and that Republican suc- 
cess In many of tbe states was possible. 

The committee will give considerai l 
attention to this matter by the appoint- 
ment of a committee of nine to make a 
thorough canvass of the condition of 
the party in the sonth and to report 
uiion a special campaign of orgaizatiun 
in that section. 

There are four candidates for the sec- 
retaryship to succeed Mr. Humphrey ol 
New York, who resigns to look aft. r 
his business enterprises. James F. 
Burke of Pennsylvania, ex-Congress- 
man Allen of Michigan, W. R. Riley 
of Kentucky, and Henry Teipke of 
Rhode Island. 

The western men favor Chicago as 
the headquarters of the league, ani 
they are confident of a majority as 
against th e snpporters of W ashington:

Washinoton, June 16.— The preid- 
dent remained at bis country seat yes- 
terday. Secretary Lamont went out 
there early in the morning and re- 
mained with the ptresident some time. 
As a consequence of the president's ab- 
sence from the executive mansion no 
appointments were announced. Many 
senators and congressmen climlnd tju* 
stairs only to Mnd the president away 
and some of them poured the subject 
of their errands Into the ear of Private 
Secretary Thurl)er. unaware of the fact 
that he, too. would leave the city this 
evening, probably without seeing the 
president, for a 10 days' sojonrn with 
his family In Michigan. 

A Kiln Illown to Atoms. 

Waii.\sii. Iiid.. June Kt. — John Ar- 
nold, proprietor of a tile kiln, five miles 
southwest of this city, attempted tu 
start the fire in the kiln by throwing a 
niece of lighted paper into the furnace 
before turning on the natural gas. The 
eveuiiig before, however, he had not 
closed the valves tightly and the ac- 
cumulated gas exploded with a terrihc 
report, hurling him violently backward 
and tearing the kiln to AtOSM. Mr. 
Arnold was not injured.

June 16.— The axle 
of a car in a westbound freight train 
on the Pennsvlvania railroad broke 
short off and 21 cars of merchandise 
were smashed and the tracks blocked 
with the debris.

Have itt'i-ii Curi'li-il by I'urtlvH Oppimed 
to the Army Bill, Fifteen Have Ueen 
OarHed For tha Partiaa Vavartng the 

mil and Nineteen Are In Ilnuht. 

Bkumx. June 10.— Yesterday was 
election day throughout the (ierman 
empire, and almost troi»ical weather 
prevailed everywhere In the country. 
This tended to bring out a heavy vote, 
more especially In the rural districts. 

Rettirns from 70 districts indicate 
that 1(6 have been carried by parties op- 
posed to the army bill, IS have been 
carried for the parties favoring tbe bill 
and 10 are in doubt between the gorem- 
ment and the opposing parties, with the 
chances in the majority of them strong- 
ly in favor of the covemment The 
government parties nave lost three of 
their former seats, two to tbe Bichtor- 
Isto, or Social Democrats, as the second 
ballot shall decide, and one to a Sonth 
German Democrat. The government 
has won one seat from the opposition. 
The Social Democnrts have won two 
seats, besides having secured many 
chances for new victories on the second 
ballot 

A curions fact of their two accom- 
plished victories in new fields is that 
they won at the expense of tbe Bichter, 
i^enemiesof the army bill, and not. 
M was expected at the expense of the 
National Liberals, the friends of the 
bill. Although the Social Demoicrats' 
gains are nnctonbtedly enormous, they 
will not prove to large probablyas the 
reports so far have indicated. The re- 
turns from the cities come in first, and 
it Is the cities that the Social Democrat- 
ic candidates always run best. 

The Social vote in Berlin foots up 
20,000 over the vote of 18ttO. The So- 
ciallsto have been equally successful in 
Hamburg and Altona. In spite of tr.^ 
mendous exertions the unites Conserva- 
tives and 'Antl-Semited have lost 8,000 
votes as compared with 1800, and the 
Radicals have lost nearly 8,000. It is 
stated that the Socialists are likely to 
win three out of four of the re-baflote 
against the Radicals. 

In Berlin nut a single candidate 
pledged to support the army bill has 
gained even the bareet honor of a re- 
ballot ' 

Not 10 per cent of the vote cast in 
Berlin were given in favor of the army 
bill. Seldom has the city spoken in 
snch emphatic tones. The provincial 
returns appear to be equally emphatic 
in the same direction. The great suc- 
cess of the Social Democrate nas caused 
a profound sensation.

Two of Prie<*' sis- 
ters came to the prison and informed 
Deputy Warden John Howard that they 
could locate their brother, and were anx- 
ious that be be latnmed so that he 
could serve out the remainder of his nix 
months' sentence.
